Myron was born in Lehi, Utah, October 9, 1906, the oldest 
child of Nels Christian and Sarah Eliza Frederickson Jorgensen. 
He and his three sisters and one brother spent their early childhood 
on a farm in Vernon, Utah, out in the sagebrush west of Eureka, 
Utah. He attended school in Vernon for the first three grades until 
his family moved to Union, Utah, where he received his schooling 
to the eighth grade. Once again the family moved, this time to Salt 
Lake City, where Myron attended Riverside, Bryant Junior High, 
the L.D.S. High School, and University of Utah. His life was 
devoted to education. He received his Bachelor of Arts (A.B.), and 
Master of Arts (M.A.) degrees from Brigham Young University and 
later earned his Doctorate (Ph.D.) from the St. Louis University 
in Bio-Chemistry. 

While he was going to various schools in Salt Lake City, he 
delivered papers for the Deseret News, Salt Lake Telegram and the 
Salt Lake Tribune on his bicycle. The L.D.S. High School was 
located directly across the street from the Salt Lake Temple, mak- 
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ing it convenient for the Church authorities to visit the school devo- 
tionals so that Myron knew and recognized most of them. As a 
young man Myron frequently served as an usher at General Con- 
ference sessions, thereby extending his acquaintance with Church 
dignitaries. 

Myron sang the tenor part in an M.I.A. quartet. The basso 
singer introduced him to Annie Howarth Smith, whom he married 
August 12, 1931 in the Salt Lake Temple after completing his studies 
at B.Y.U. 

Annie Howarth Smith was born February 28, 1906 in Salt Lake 
City to Hyrum Joseph and Sarah Alice Howarth Smith. She was 
the ninth child in a family of three brothers and eight sisters. Her 
father was the first bishop of Liberty Ward. She received her educa- 
tion from Whittier Elementary, Liberty Elementary, Irving Junior 
High and West High School. 

As a young girl she tended neighborhood children without pay- 
ment. Her first money earned was 10 cents for holding trees upright 
while they were planted in the parkway area down the entire street. 
Her first employment was in the Salt Lake Board of Education 
Clerk’s Office where she was payroll clerk and checked vouchers. 
She worked in the office for eight years, right up until a week before 
her marriage. 

After their marriage, the young couple traveled to St. Louis 
by bus where Myron enrolled as a graduate student in St. Louis 
University Medical School. They lived there for five years while 
Myron worked toward his Ph.D. Degree. He hada fellowship that 
paid his tuition and fees and gave him a stipend of $50.00 a month 
for ten months. Anne returned to Salt Lake City for the first three 
summers of their married life to resume work at her former payroll 
clerk job to help supplement the family income. 

From 1936 to 1938 Myron taught biology and physiology at 
Granite High School in Salt Lake with an annual salary of $900.00. 
Then he was appointed as an instructor in bio-chemistry at Creighton 
Medical School in Omaha, Nebraska. During World War II he was 
called into the Army Medical Service Corps which was stationed 
at Fort Omaha so it was not necessary for him to leave Nebraska. 
He advanced through the ranks from First Lieutenant, Captain, 
Major and was a Lieutenant Colonel in the reserves for fifteen years, 
In June, 1946 Myron was released from active service and he and 
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his family moved to Kansas City, Kansas where he held the posi- 
tion of chief chemist of the regional meat inspection laboratory 
for a year. When that facility was planning to close, Myron resign- 
ed and joined the University of Kansas City as Assistant Professor 
of Chemistry. (This institution is now known as the University of 
Missouri). He rapidly advanced to Associate and then Full Profesor 
of Chemistry. This employment lasted for twenty-seven years. He 
retired in 1972 and he and Ann moved to Heber, Utah. 

Two children were born to Anne and Myron. Myron Nels Jr. 
was born in St. Louis, Missouri. He is married to Helen Tilden. 
Margaret Ann was born in Salt Lake City and is the wife of Fred 
W. Schloss. Ann and Myron have been blessed with ten grand- 
children and two great grandchildren. 

When their son, Myron Jr. was in High School, Anne began 
to work as a part-time salesclerk for J.C. Penney Company. After 
a year she became a full-time employee and after three years was 
transferred to the office and for the last eleven years of her tenure 
with Penney’s she was office supervisor. 

Myron and Anne have served in many church positions in Salt 
Lake City, Omaha, St. Louis and Kansas City, Kansas. Myron has 
been Deacons’ Quorum Teacher, Counselor and Superintendent in 
the Sunday School, Branch President, Senior President of the Seven- 
ties’ Quorum organized outside of organized stakes, high Coun- 
cilman, Counselor in the Bishopric, Sunday Schoo! Teacher, High 
Priest Teacher, Home Teacher and Provo Temple Worker. 

Anne has been a Sunday School Teacher, Stake M.I.A. 
Secretary, Junior Sunday School Teacher, Relief Society Counselor 
(twice), Relief Society President (twice), Primary Teacher, Sunday 
School Stake Board Member, Relief Society Organist and Ward

Myron was awarded the honor of “Citizen Chemist of the 
Year” by the American Chemical Society. He was a consultant for 
St. Mary’s Hospital in Kansas City, Missouri for twenty-one years. 
He has been a member of the American Chemical Society, the 
Smithsonian Institution and the National Association for Advance- 
ment of Science. 

Myron’s hobbies include woodworking, gardening, singing, 
studying. He has made hundreds of sturdy wooden toys and donated 
them to neighborhood children, Relief Society nurseries, Senior 


Citizen groups, schools, and to the Pink Ladies’ Organization for 
their fund-raising efforts.
